By January of next year, three vacant and 
abandoned Newark lots will have been trans- 
formed into 21 new affordable two-family 
homes thanks to a group of dedicated and 
caring local ministers who would not give up. 

After a 10-year uphill struggle to provide 
housing to some of the city’s most disenfran- 
chised, a coalition clergymen, the Metropol- 
itan United Ministries, are content that foun- 
dations will be laid and the cement will flow 
on Jeliff Avenue, Badger Street and Watson 
Street, sites of the new homes. 

“We think God for the victory,” Metro- 
politan United Ministry spokesman Bishop 
Curtis Gilmore of St. John’s Unified Free 
Will Church said, adding, “that area was 
vacant for years. This should bring it back 
up.

project was a long time overdue and that the 

“right people finally came together with their 
combined expertise, resources and commit- 
ment to make it a reality.” 

He noted the project took a very long time 
because of all types of forms and contract 
negotiations which were vital to the project’s 
success. “We had to make sure that every- 
thing was done right. It took over 10 years, 
but we made it,” he said. 

The units will be subsidized by the city of 
Newark through a grant from the US Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development's 
(HUD) Home Program. This program allows 
the not-for-profit clergy group to underwrite 
the cost of the construction which brings the 
price of the homes, $89,900, within the reach 
of low-and moderate-income families, ac- 
cording to the federal definition of income. 

The ministers teamed up with American 
Dream Homes, a private developer who had 
build models throughout the city. They will

In 
spite of the Ben Chavis crisis and the 
financial deficit, the future of the 
NAACP in America is still in God’s 
hands as well as the hands of black 
and white freedom fighters.

A Guide To Understanding Your 1994 Tax Rate 
NEWARK’S 1994 MUNICIPAL TAX RATE IS ‘REDUCED’ 
Higher County Taxes Increase ’94 Tax Bills by .05¢ 


For the 1994 tax year, the City of Newark has 
been able to analyze, revise and tighten its 
budget to bring about lower taxes in the city, 
while still maintaining essential services to its 
residents. Additionally, some improvements 
occurred, such as the hiring of 100 new police 
officers and lower rates for water and sewer 
services, among others. However, despite the 
successful efforts of Newark’s Municipal Council 
and the Mayor's administration to decrease the 
‘Municipal tax rate ($5 less per nousenoia in 94), 
homeowners are being billed an overall in- 
creased rate of .05¢ per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion due to ‘higher tax rates in the County. 
And, as you can see from the '94 pie graph, 59% 
of your total taxes are utilized, by not the City, 
but the school & county budgets. 


YOUR 1994 HOMEOWNER TAX RATE 
How It Is Established 


The 1994 tax rate in the City of Newark is $21.34, up by 5¢ from a rate of $21.29 
in 1993. As your Council representatives, we feel it is extremely important that you 
fully understand how the tax rate is established. We have, therefore, prepared this 
explanatory statement and chart to help breakdown the individual factors which 
make up the rate.

Your Tax Rate Is A Combination of City, School & County Taxes 


In some municipalities, the City, School and County taxes are all billed and col- 
lected separately. That is not the case in Newark. The City is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of billing and collecting all three shares which is used to provide essential 
services to Newark residents. As you will note on the chart, the 1994 city rate is 
$8.65; the school rate is $8.37 and the county rate is $4.32, adding up to the total of 
$21.34 

You might say the City serves as a “collection agency’ of sorts for the school and 
county, but each entity determines separately what their tax rate will be. The school 
and county elected officials and administrations are fully accountable for determining 
their own respective tax rates. The City simply forwards their tax refunds to them.

4. Divided 11,792 by 100, which equals 117.92. 

2. Multiply 117.92 by 21.34, which equals $2,516, rounded off.
